POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
AFTER 30 YEARS - RELIEF A FAILURE? 
Fo r tho se who can rem em ber, it was in the de­ 
pressio n o f the 1930s that the go v ernment launch­ 
ed a “ tem po rary” relief pro gram to help peo ple 
until they co uld get back to wo rk. 
President Franklin D. Ro o sev elt, in a message 
to Co ngress, declared: 
“ The Federal Go v ern­ 
ment must and shall quit this business of re ­ 
lief. . .Co ntinued dependence upon relief induces 
a spiritual and mo ral disintegratio n, fundamental­ 
ly destructiv e to the natio nal fiber. To dole out 
relief in this way is to administer a narco tic, 
subtle destro yer of the human spirit.“ 
To day, mo re than 30 years later - despite a 
huge So cial Security pro gram, boom tim es and 
widespread labo r sho rtages - relief is flo urish­ 
ing as nev er befo re. 
Furtherm o re, U.S. News & Wo rld Repo rt po ints 
o ut 
that welfare “ clients” are making pro test 
m arches to demand higher monthly allo wances. 
The number of peo ple on relief has passed 8.25 
millio n. 
That is 1 millio n mo re peo ple than were on re ­ 
lief in the depressio n year of 1936. It is almo st 
as many peo ple as liv e in the entire State of 
Michigan; aro und twice as many as liv e in such 
states as Lo uisiana, Wisco nsin o r Virginia. 
Also , U.S. News & Wo rld Repo rt states that 
“ antipo v erty” pro jects enro ll 1.1 millio n per­ 
so ns, and 1.1 millio n draw unemplo yment pay. 
Taxpayers suppo rt relief “ clients” with nearly 
7 billio n do llars a year in Federal, State and 
lo cal funds. 
Much o f the money go es to pay an 
expanding and increasingly militant relief bu­ 
reaucracy. The relief em pire co ntinues to gro w. 
In the past 10 years, despite reco rd pro sperity, 
peo ple on relief hav e increased by 50 per cent 
and co sts hav e risen twice as fast, by 119 per 
cent. 
To many mem bers o f Co ngress and so me o ffi­ 
cials o f State and lo cal go v ernments, acco rding 
to USN&WR, it seem s o bv io us that relief is a 
giant failure. 
Instead o f tem po rary aid, relief has beco me a 
permanent way of life fo r millio ns. Second and 
third generatio ns of fam ilies now liv e on relief. 
Children o f relief fam ilies get m arried, then ap­ 
ply to the welfare o ffice fo r aid as a new family 
unit. 
There are known situatio ns that parallel 
this right here in Atchiso n. 
Special aid fo r children is only one o f the ways 
the o riginal relief co ncept has been expanded un­ 
til it how stretches fro m the cradle to grav e. 
Here is what has happened: 
\ 
io 'Atrrong *$he *8,266*,00 
& perso ns in America re ­ 
ceiv ing so me fo rm o f public aid in February, 
1967, latest mo nth fo r which figures were av ail­ 
able, 7,558,000 were under these fo ur federal- 
aid pro gram s - dependent children, 4,817,000; 
disabled perso ns, 592,000; needy blind, 83,300; 
needy aged, 2,066,000. 
“ What it amo unts to ,” said a 
co ngressio nal 
critic, “ is that the 75 millio n wo rking peo ple of 
Am erica are suppo rting their own fam ilies as 
well as tho se of 9 o r 10 millio n o ther Americans 
who either can’t wo rk o r do n’t want to wo rk.” 
Altho ugh numero us so lutio ns are o ffered when 
taxpayers get their dander up, the real crux of 
the welfare situatio n gets down to one simple 
deno minato r - relief v ersus paycheck. 
Co ngressio nal so urces claim it is impo ssible 
fo r relief fam ilies with large bro o ds o f children 
to co llect up to $6,000 o r $7,000 a year in wel­ 
fare. 
As one man said: 
“ The mo ther gets an 
increase in her welfare check ev ery time she 
has ano ther child.” So why sho uld so meo ne on 
relief take a jo b that will earn them less. 
Further inequities are shown in this co mpariso n: 
“ A man and wife can wo rk all their liv es, pay­ 
ing the maximum in payro ll withho lding taxes into 
the So cial Security T rust Fund, and upon re tire ­ 
ment at age 
65 co llect $3,311 a year in So cial 
Security benefits. 
If the man was the so le wage 
earner, the co mbined benefit fo r man and wife is 
$2,447 a year. 
“ A relief co uple in New Yo rk, with six chil­ 
dren - unemplo yed and co ntributing no thing 
to 
the pro ductiv ity of the natio n - can co llect $4,- 
713 a year in tax-free welfare benefits. If their 
rent is mo re than $91.50 a mo nth, the welfare 
subsidy co uld go o v er $5,000 a year - do uble 
the retired co uple’s So cial Security pensio n.” 
What bo thers us is that we find numero us em ­ 
plo yers who say they canno t get men and womer 
fo r the jo bs that are av ailable - and the bigges 
demand is fo r people in clerical and sales wo rk, 
serv ice trades, semiskilled and unskilled labo r, 
Admittedly, the pay isn’t the highest in so me 
catego ries but there sho uld be incentiv es fo r 
peo ple to break away fro m the relief pattern, 
acquire wo rk habits, and learn to beco me self- 
sufficient. 
Within the welfare wo rld, ho wev er, USN&WR 
repo rts pressure is building in the o ppo site di­ 
rectio n. 
The Natio nal Welfare Rights Mo v ement 
- an o rganizatio n of welfare “ clients” with head­ 
quarters in Washington - is demanding minimum 
relief payments of at least $3,150 a year per 
family, natio nwide. 
One thing fo r sure, the American taxpayers 
need to realize that relief is mo stly a failure 
a nd fo rce Co ngress to make the changes neces­ 
sa ry to induce peo ple on relief to seek so me work 
o r lo se their welfare check. 
And, frankly, the 
welfa re pro gram stinks with po litics ev en on the 
lo ca l lev el. - Atchiso n, Kansas Globe.

COUP IN GREECE: 
HISTORIC LESSON 
The 
military take - ov er in 
Greece is a sobering reminder 
o f a reality we tend to ignore 


in the heat of any East-West con­ 
fro ntatio n. 
This is that the defeat of com­ 
munism by arms in the field does 
not insure that an era of tran­ 
quility and pro gress will auto­ 
matically descend upon the win­ 
ner. The economic, po litical, and 
so cial pro blems that beset a na­ 
tion, though they may be explo it­ 
ed by the co mmunists, exist in- 
dependantly of that exploitation. 
Greece was the scene of the 
first American challenge to the 
satellie -abso rbing expansionism 
of the Sov iet Union after World 
War n. 
Out of Greece's long 
trav ail against Communist guer­ 
rillas was born the Truman Doc­ 
trine and Marshall Plan and North 
Atlantic alliance. The successful 
outcome of the decision to aid 
Greece has inspired and guided 
U.S. foreign policy ev er since. 
Now, more than 20 years and 
$1.8 billion in military aid and 
$1.7 billion in economic aid lat­ 
er, the Greek army in a swift 
coup has instituted a dictato r­ 
ship, arrested 5,000 potential op­ 
ponents and banned the leading 
leftist party—all with the high­ 
est patrio tic motiv es and in the 
belief that only such drastic steps 
would prev ent the country from 
falling into the hands of the ex­ 
treme left, if not of communism 
itself. 


In Greece, an all-to o -familiar 
sto ry is being enacted. It is new 
proof that the struggle to arriv e 
at a middle ground between a dic­ 
tato rship of the left and one of the 
right can be as difficult and far 
lo nger lasting than a contest 
against armed aggressio n o r sub­ 
v ersio n. Setback in that struggle 
can nullify ev erything gained by 
v icto ry in a test of arms.

STRETCHING ITS AUTHORITY 
The U.S. Supreme Court is in 
recess now until fall, a fact 
which must cause many thought­ 
ful Americans to breathe a sigh 
of relief. But the relief is pre­ 
mature. 
There is no ev idence 
to indicate that when the Court 
resumes work there will be any 
chance in its policy of basing 
important decisions on v ague im­ 
plicatio ns read into the Federal 
Constitution by a majo rity of the 
justices of the Court. 
The list of such decisions by 
the Warren Court is long and 
disheartening. 
The Court, of­ 
ten by fiv e-to -fo ur decisions, 
has stretched its authority be­ 
yond what any objectiv e ob­ 
serv er would co nsider the break­ 
ing point.

and earlier v oted money fo r a 
cottonweed control statio n in the 
Mississippi 
district of Rep. 
Jamie Whitten and a peanut labo r­ 
ato ry in Sen. Dick Russell's state 
of Georgia because these two 
powerful rural solons held up 
the farm bill appro priatio n until 
they got what they wanted. 
Last week, in further co ntrast, 
I the House v oted an anti-rio t bill 
which many Congressmen con­ 
sider unconstitutional and which 
will do nothing to stop the basic 
cause of the race rio ts. 
In v iew of the abov e, there is lit­ 
tle chance of a Marshall Plan fo r 
America to bring better housing, 
new schools, better teachers and 
job training to the big cities. 
And probably there will be no 
chance as long as Negro de­ 
mands are made at the point of 
the brick, the sniper's bullet, 
and the Molotov cocktail. 
Howev er, what the white rural 
Co ngress must realize is that 
people who hav e nothing to lose 
aren't scared of anything. 
So 
they'll continue fighting and rio t­ 
ing 
and brick-throwing until 
they'v e got something to lo se. 
AMBITION AND DIGNITY 
Vice President Humphrey, who

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WASHINGTON — What the Uni­ 
ted States needs today is a giant 
Marshall Plan to rebuild the 
ghettos of our big cities and 
rehabilitate their people. 
We spent sev eral billion re­ 
building the 
ruined cities of 
Europe after World War n and 
putting both our allies and our 
enemies back on their feet. It 
was a good inv estment. We still 
spend about three billion a year 
to battle Communism around the 
world.# 
Meanwhile, 
we hav e Negro 
insurrectio n in our majo r cit­ 
ies with effects worse than Com­ 
munism, all because we refuse 
to remedy the basic causes — 
pov erty, 
slum housing, o v er­ 
crowded 
schools, 
inadequate 
teachers, alcoholism, and crime. 
These are conditions which the 
Communist countries that we op­ 
pose abroad hav e remedied but 
hich get pro gressiv ely worse 
i America. 
The chances of getting a Mar­ 
shall Plan fo r America through 
Co ngress, howev er, are almost 
nil — for two reaso ns; 
1-The v iolence of the American 
Negro which has turned public 
sentiment against him. He is his 
own wo rst enemy. The more he 
wreaks v engeance on the white 
man, the mo re the white man, who 
is in a majo rity, turns against 
him. 


2- The make-up of Congress 
which is elected by white, rural 
America, with the small towns 
holding control of the key com­ 
mittee chairmanships. Men like 
Rep. William Colmer of Missis­ 
sippi, who heads the rules com­ 
mittee and can control which 
legislation reaches the House 
fo r a v ote, is not going to help 
push a Marshall Plan fo r Amer­ 
ica. As a result of rio ts, more 
and mo re no rthern Co ngressmen 
are now liv ing up with the south. 
SLAPPING DOWN THE CITIES 
Both points are illustrated by 
what happened in Co ngress last 
week. 
While Negro v iolence 
spread from Newark, to Plain- 


relatio ns, 
has been reminding 
Negro leaders that the Irish, the 
Jews, the Italians, and quite rec­ 
ently the Cubans migrated to this 
country and pulled themselv es up 
to being leaders of the commun­ 
ity without gov ernment grants; 
therefo re, Negroes should do the 
same. 
But histo ry shows that when the 
Irish first inv aded America there 
were race rio ts in New York and 
Philadelphia which made 
the 
Newark and Detroit rio ts look like 
Sunday school picnics. 
There 
were also serio us Negro rio ts. 
Against 26 killed in Newark in 
1967, there were 1,200 people 
killed in New York in 1862, be­ 
cause Negroes were blamed fo r 
the Civ il War Draft Act. 
Histo ry also shows that during 
350 years of American slav ery 
the Negro was kept in a state of 
bartered serfdo m in which he lost 
the human qualities so necessary 
to taking an important place in 
modern so ciety. He lo st ambi­ 
tion and he lo st dignity. 
No human being could cherish 
ambition when he could look fo r­ 
ward to nothing more than future 
years of slav ery. And few men 
could keep their dignity when sub­ 
ject to the absolute o rder of oth­ 
er men who own them. 
The Irish, the Italians, the oth­ 
er immigrants to this country 
threw off their smackles of serf­ 
dom sev eral centuries before 
they came to this country. Pride 
and ambition drov e them and their 
sons fo rward to becoming mayo rs 
:>f American cities, judges, Con­ 
gressmen and presidents of the 
United States. 
They had a long head start ov er 
the Negro. This is what so me of 
o ur rural congressmen need to 
realize when they laughingly v eto 
money to eradicate rats, o r kill 
rent subsidies o r ridicule the 
anti-po v erty pro gram, o r ham­ 
string the model cities pro ject. 
These are just drops in the buck­ 
et toward a Marshall Plan fo r 
America so badly needed to rem­ 
edy o ur most dangerous and de­ 
pressing domestic pro blem.

kingmaker and, of course, the 
Local 825 Operating Engineers 
President and Business Manager 
who once told President John­ 
so n’s economic adv isers to go to 
hell. 
just a few weeks ago, 
Peter 
Weber, always ready to throw 
money and manpower, trucks and 
carav ans, loudspeakers 
and 
printed literature into campaigns 
of friendly Congressmen, stood 
with ano ther labo r leader, also 
under inv estigation, and chuckled 
at the futility and impotence of 
the gov ernment. 
Now the “ Federals” hav e hit 
Weber with a multi-count set 
of indictments fo r v iolating the 
Hobbs anti-terro r, anti-exto rtio n 
act and the Taft -Hartley Law. 
Shaggy, 225-pound Weber is one 
of the most powerful 
figures 
in the Labor-managment arena 
of the $90-billion national heav y 
co nstructio n industry - and one 
of the most feared. 
Grand Jury indictments charge, 
him with threatening to prov oke 
labo r trouble, financial 
and 
economic disaster and o ther as­ 
so rted pressure on majo r con­ 
structio n firms inv olv ed in build­ 
ing a petroleum products pipe­ 
line from Texas and Oklahoma 
to no rthern New jersey.

Weber and 
his colleagues v etoed Romney 
because they didn't like

The dinner was post­ 
poned fo r reaso ns unrelated to 
the Romney incident. 
What is strange is that this 
notorious man should not hav e 
been probed by his own mov e­ 
ment. It was 15 months ago that 
this column - April 4, 1966 - re­ 
po rted a massiv e inv estigation of 
the pipeline co nstructio n. Many 
insiders knew that teams 
of 
FBI men, IRS accountants, Bu­ 
reau 
of 
Labor-Management 
(Landrum - Griffin) compliance 
o fficers 
and 
lawyers of the

were ranging the land from Texas 
and Oklahoma to New Jersey in­ 
v estigating Weber. Fo r o v er a 
year this column has been warn­ 
ing of the breaking scandal.

The new grand jury action is 
not the first.

Jet Streams 
Credited for 
Cool Summer 


the Southwest and Texas before 
heading east from about Kan- 
sas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - it has 
been a comparatively cool and 
wet summer over much of the 
nation thus far, all because of 
those fickle Jet streams, the 
weather experts say. 
Despite some occasional hot 
and steamy days, more wet and 
relatively cool weather is antici­ 
pated at least through mid.Au« 
gust 
Why the jet streams act as 
they do is almost as much of a 
mystery to the Weather Bureau 
as it is to the man in the street 
buttoning 
up 
his 
raincoat 
against a late afternoon thun­ 
dershower. 
“ They're never normal,” one 
official says in describing them 
as a major study area. “We 
don't know the full answers." 
The experts now are working 
on the theory the jet streams— 
the upper air wind patterns 
above 10,000 feet— are affected 
in some way by ocean water 
temperatures as well as ground 
temperatures. In turn, it is be­ 
lieved, they have some effect on 
surface temperatures. 
Weather researchers believe 
feedback is involved and note 
that if the Jet streams make it 
rain, it is likely to keep raining. 
The Northeast drought is now 
a classic example. That lasted 
for five years but the Weather 
Bureau now is cautiously pre­ 
dicting

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
AFTER 30 YEARS - RELIEF A FAILURE? 
For those who can rem ember, it was in the de­ 
pression of the 1930s that the government launch­ 
ed a ‘‘tem porary’* relief program to help people 
until they could get back to work. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, in a message 
to Congress, declared: 
“ The Federal Govern­ 
ment must and shall quit this business of re ­ 
lief. . .Continued dependence upon relief induces 
a spiritual and moral disintegration, fundamental­ 
ly destructive to the national fiber. To dole out 
relief in this way is to administer a narcotic, 
subtle destroyer of the human sp irit.” 
Today, more than 30 years later - despite a 
huge Social Security program, boom tim es and 
widespread labor shortages - relief is flourish­ 
ing as never before. 
Furthermore, U.S. News & World Report points 
out 
that welfare “ clients” are making protest 
marches to demand higher monthly allowances. 
The number of people on relief has passed 8.25 
million. 
That is 1 million more people than were on re ­ 
lief in the depression year of 1936. It is almost 
as many people as live in the entire State of 
Michigan; around twice as many as live in such 
states as Louisiana, Wisconsin or Virginia. 
Also, U.S. News & World Report states that 
“ antipoverty” projects enroll 1.1 million per­ 
sons, and 1.1 million draw unemployment pay. 
Taxpayers support relief “ clients” with nearly 
7 billion dollars a year in Federal, State and 
local funds. 
Much of the money goes to pay an 
expanding and increasingly militant relief bu­ 
reaucracy. The relief empire continues to grow. 
In the past 10 years, despite record prosperity, 
people on relief have increased by 50 per cent 
and costs have risen twice as fast, by 119 per 
cent. 
To many members of Cpngress and some offi­ 
cials of State and local governments, according 
to USN&WR, it seems obvious that relief is a 
giant failure. 
Instead of tem porary aid, relief has become a 
permanent way of life for millions. Second and 
third generations of families now live on relief. 
Children of relief fam ilies get m arried, then ap­ 
ply to the welfare office for aid as a new family 
unit. 
There are known situations that parallel 
this right here in Atchison. 
Special aid for children is only one of the ways 
the original relief concept has been expanded un­ 
til it how stretches from the cradle to grave. 
Here is what has happened: 
LOlAmong the 8,250,000 persons in America de­ 
ceiving some form of public aid in February, 
1967, latest month for which figures were avail­ 
able, 7,558,000 were under these four federal- 
aid program s - dependent children, 4,817,000; 
disabled persons, 592,000; needy blind, 83,300; 
needy aged, 2,066,000. 
“ What it amounts to,” said a 
congressional 
critic, “ is that the 75 million working people of 
America are supporting their own families as 
well as those of 9 or 10 million other Americans 
who either can’t work or don’t want to work.” 
Although numerous solutions are offered when 
taxpayers get their dander up, the real crux of 
the welfare situation gets down to one simple 
denominator - relief versus paycheck. 
Congressional sources claim it is impossible 
for relief families with large broods of children 
to collect up to $6,000 or $7,000 a year in wel­ 
fare. 
As one man said: 
“ The mother gets an 
increase in her welfare check every time she 
has another child.” So why should someone on 
relief take a job that will earn them less. 
Further inequities are shown in this comparison: 
“ A man and wife can work all their lives, pay­ 
ing the maximum in payroll withholding taxes into 
the Social Security Trust Fund, and upon re tire ­ 
ment at age 
65 collect $3,311 a year in Social 
Security benefits. 
If the man was the sole wage 
earner, the combined benefit for man and wife is 
$2,447 a year. 
“ A relief couple in New York, with six chil­ 
dren - unemployed and contributing nothing 
to 
the productivity of the nation - can collect $4,- 
713 a year in tax-free welfare benefits. If their 
rent is more than $91.50 a month, the welfare 
subsidy could go over $5,000 a year - double 
the retired couple’s Social Security pension.” 
What bothers us is that we find numerous em ­ 
ployers who say they cannot get men and womer 
for the jobs that are available - and the bigges 
demand is for people in clerical and sales work, 
service trades, semiskilled and unskilled labor. 
Admittedly, the pay isn’t the highest in some 
categories but there should be incentives for 
people to break away from the relief pattern, 
acquire work habits, and learn to become self- 
sufficient. 
Within the welfare world, however, USN&WR 
reports pressure is building in the opposite di­ 
rection. 
1 he National Welfare Rights Movement 
- an organization of welfare “ clients” with head­ 
quarters in Washington - is demanding minimum 
relief payments of at least $3,150 a year per 
family, nationwide. 
One thing for sure, the American taxpayers 
need to realize that relief is mostly a failure 
and force Congress to make the changes neces­ 
sary to induce people on relief to seek some work 
or lose their welfare check. 
And, frankly, the 
welfare program stinks with politics even on the 
locul level. - Atchison, Kansas Globe.

The same concepts you use to assure 
a successful harvest will work in accident pre­ 
vention: Good planning, good practices and leaving 
as little as possible to luck.

That is I million more people than were on re­ 
lief in the depression year of 1936. It Is almost 
as many people as live in the entire State of 
Michigan; around twice as many as live in such 
states as 
Louisiana, Wisconsin or Virginia. 
Also, I ,S. News It World Report states that 
"antipoverty" projects enroll 1.1 million per­ 
sons, ami 1.1 million draw unemployment pay. 
Taxpayers support relief "clients** with nearly 
7 billion dollars a year In Federal, State and 
locul funds. 
Much of the money goes to pay an 
expanding and increasingly militant relief bu­ 
reaucracy. The relief empire continues to grow. 
In the past IO years, despite record prosperity, 
people on relief have increased by 50 per cent 
and costs have risen twice as fast, by 119 per 
cent. 
To many members of Congress and some offi­ 
cials of State and local governments, according 
to (JSNI;WR, it seem s obvious that relief is a 
giant failure. 
Instead of temporary aid, relief has become a 
permanent way of life for m illions. Second and 
third generations of fam ilies now live on relief. 
Children of relief fam ilies get married, then ap­ 
ply to the welfare office for aid as a new family 
unit. 
There are known situations that parallel 
this right here in Atchison. 
Special ald for children is only one of the ways 
the original relief concept has been expanded un­ 
til it how stretches from the cradle to grave. 
Here is what has happened: 
. 
Arming the 
persons in ^America re­ 
ceiving some form of public aid in February, 
1967, latest month for which figures were avail­ 
able, 7,558,000 were under these four federat­ 
e d programs - dependent children, 4,817,000; 
disabled persons, 592,000; needy blind, 83,300; 
needy aged, 2,066,000. 
"What it amounts to,** said a 
congressional 
critic, "Is that the 75 million working people of 
Am erica are supporting their own fam ilies as 
well as those of 9 or IO million other Americans 
who either can't work or don't want to work.** 
Although numerous solutions are offered when 
taxpayers get their dander up, the real crux of 
the welfare situation gets down to one simple 
denominator - relief versus paycheck. 
Congressional sources claim it is impossible 
for relief fam ilies with large broods of children 
to ooltoct up to $6,000 or $7,000 a year In wel­ 
fare. 
As one man said: 
"The mother gets an 
increase in her welfare check every time she 
has anothe r child.** So why should someone on 
relief take a job that will earn them less. 
Further inequities are shown in this comparison: 
"A man and wife can work all their lives, pay­ 
ing the maximum in payroll withholding taxes into 
the Social Security Trust Fund, and upon retire­ 
ment at age 
65 collect $3,311 a year in Social 
Security benefits, 
lf the man was the sole wage 
earner, the combined benefit for man and wife is 
$2,447 a year. 
"A relief couple in New York, with six chil­ 
dren - unemployed and contributing nothing 
to 
the productivity of the nation - can collect $4,- 
713 a year in tax-free welfare benefits, lf their 
rent is more than $91.50 a month, the welfare 
subsidy could go over $5,000 a year - double 
the retired couple's Social Security pension.'* 
W hat bothers us is that we find numerous em ­ 
ployers who say they cannot get men and womei 
for the jobs that are available - and the bigges 
demand la for people in clerical and sales work, 
service trades, semiskilled and unskilled labor. 
Admittedly, the pay isn’t the highest in some 
categories but there should be incentives for 
people to break away from the relief pattern, 
acquire work habits, and learn to become self- 
sufficient. 
Within the welfare world, however, USN&WR 
reports pressure is building in the opposite di­ 
rection. 
I he National Welfare Rights Movement 
- an organization of welfare "clients** withhead- 
quurters in Washington - is demanding minimum 
relief payments oi at least $3,150 a year per 
fam ily| nationwide. 
One thing for sure, the American taxpayers 
need to realize that relief is mostly a failure 
and force Congress to make the changes neces­ 
s a r y to in d u c e people on relief to seek some work 
or lo s e their welfare check. 
And, frankly, the 
wellure program stinks with politics even on the 
lo c a l le v e l, - Atchison, Kansas Globe.

Each 
year, as a consequence, 8,000 farm people die, 
an additional 750,000 are injured and more than 
$2 billion is lost. 
Farm accidents can be prevented - by farmers 
them selves. The same concepts you use to assure 
a successful harvest will work in accident pre­ 
vention: Good planning, good practices and leaving 
as little as possible to luck.
